Withdrawn claims 6-8 have been cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest, absent improper hindsight, the block body with a 
cavity and an undercut to receive the flanged rib of an attachment member wherein the 
body further provides a key operated locking device with a locking pin projectable into 
the cavity to restrain shifting of the attachment member. Accordingly, claims 1,2,4,5,9 
are allowable over the prior art pf record. It is noted that withdrawn non-elected claim 9 
has been rejoined.
